As a matter of fact, the 
more we know about the history of business 
cycles,.the more certain it becomes that there is 
no predictable, automatic repetition of business 
oycles—certainly nothing in the past to warrant

is capeble of turning a moderate business reces- |

Naturally 
enough, intensifying, instead of reducing, 
market pressures to “keep alive the will to 
buy” is a policy which demands far-sighted.

way to being Sovietized.” The 
report further says the “sus 
picion is now possible that the 
US.S.R. covets Austria, In order 
to isolate Czechoslovakia, and 
penetrate Italy and Germany, as 
well as other parts of western 
Europe with Communist politics 
and economics.” 

This coincides with the general 
belief among western observers

Income, Profits Taxes 
Net $1,435,731,759 
For Canada In Year 


OTTAWA (CP) — Revenue 
Department collections from in- 
| come, corporation, excess profits 
and inheritance taxes in the fiscal 
year ended March 31, 1947, 
}amounted to $1,435,731,759, a 
| drop of $199,762,947 from the 1944 
wartime peak, Revenue Minister 
McCann announced Wednesday. 

He made the announcement in 
releasing the department's an 
nual report on taxation statistics 
The voluminous report gave de- 
tailed breakdowns of the tax col 
lections and also showed that the 
government owes the personal in 
come taxpayers $289,608,000 

The figure represents 
amount collected in 1942, 
and 1944 as compulsory 
Repayment of the savings col 
lected in 1942 is scheduled to 
start prior to March 31, 1948. The 
refunds for 1943 will be made in 
1949 and those for 1944 in 1950. 

The department estimated that 
1,329,139 cheques, averaging $45 
each, will be mailed to cover the 
refunds for 1942.

Arsenic Tinged 
Soy Sauce Seized 


WINNIPEG (CP)—About 8,000 
pounds of arsenic-tinged soy 
sauce, which could have resulted 
in death had it been used, was 
seized by city health officials in 
a local warehouse and several 
retail stores and restaurants, Dr. 
R. C. Morrow, assistant chief of 
the fodd and dairy division of the 
Winnipeg Health Department, re 
vealed today. 

The sauce, used freely in Chi- 


nese dishes, was shipped to Win + 


nipeg from a firm in Ulinois, 
whose officials on learning the 
‘possibly~~-contained 
arsenic, promptly communicated 
with health officials here, nam- 
ing the Winnipeg distributors to 
whom the sauce had been 
shipped. 

Health officials, moving 
rapidly, rounded up all the sauce 
on the premises of the distribu 


|tors and of the retailers to whom 


deliveries had been made. 

“None of the sauce reached 
the consumer,” Dr, Morrow said. 

The-only explanation given as 
to how the sauce had_ become 
tainted was it could have. hap 
pened during the spraying of the 
soy beans or during the process 
ing of the sauce.
